drew from legitimate commorco and 
tr&de and caused to bo absolutely 
wanted, although that wns no trilling 
wherein tho injury lay, so much 
, discontont and want of oonfi- 
donoa in the mineral resources of tho 
[filan-J which those constant and 
numerous failures creatod. When peo- 
ple loso money thoy can ill afford to 
lose, in a sorios of speculations of tho 
same kind, tbey aro not vory apt, as a 
general thing, to argno correctly upon 
the real causes of that loss ; and thus 
it would happen horo, as elsewhere, 
that tho country is blamed for ovils 
which are roally attributable to bad 
management only.

In this state 
of doubt, uncertainly and unboliof, a
